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TELEGRAPH  RATES  INCREASED 


Effective  October  24,  1947,  the  Federal  Communications  Committee  author- 
ised the  elimination  of  the  rate  differential  for  United  States  Government  domes  I  ic 
telegraph  messages.  In  the  future  United  States  Government  telegraph  message 
rates  will  be  the  same  as  commercial  message  rates.  The  rates  to  the  Govern- 
ment are  now  50  percent  above  those  which  were  applicable  prior  to  June  L2. 
For  example,  a  message  which  prior  to  thai  dale  would  have  cost  the  Government 
gO  cents  ($1  to  the  general  public)  now  will  carry  a  charge  of  $1.20  regardless  of 
whom  the  sender  may  be. 

There  are  three  types  of  service  available  for  ordinary  use,  the  charges  being 
1  on  distance.  The  United  States  is  divided  into  seven  zones.  The  com- 
mercial rates  for  these  zones  are  as  follows:

The  rates  given  on  the  top  line  represent  those  in  effect  where  the  distance  is 
coast  to  coast.  The  rates  on  the  lower  line  are  those  in  effect  where  the  distance 
between  points  is  only  a  few  miles. 

To  offset  this  increase  in  rates  as  much  as  possible  and  to  further  the  general 
elTort  to  effect  economy,  it  is  imperative  that  telegraph  charges  be  held  to  a  mini- 
mum. There  are,  of  course,  instances  when  this  means  of  communication  must 
In-  employed,  but  man}7  cases  can  be  handled  just  as  effectively  by  air  mail  and 
oven  the  use  of  regular  mail  often  will  accomplish  the  purpose.  No  saving  in 
delivery  time  results  in  the  sending  of  mail  to  Washington  by  special  delivery. 
If  a  telegram  is  sent  at  a  time  which  will  not  permit  delivery  at  the  point  of 
destination  before  the  office  is  closed  for  the  day,  nothing  is  gained  by  sending 
ir  at  day  rates.  Such  a  telegram  should  always  be  sent  at  the  "night  letter"  rate. 
Xow  that  the  Department  is  operating  on  a  5-day  week,  telegraph  messages 
should  not  be  sent  on  Friday  at  day  rates  unless  they  would  reach  us  by  5:30  p.  m. 
E.  S.  T.,and  should  not  be  sent  at  night  rates  if  an  air-mail  letter  or  a  letter  by 
regular  mail  would  reach  us  on  the  first  delivery  Monday  morning.

SUPERIOR  ACCOMPLISHMENT  PROMOTIONS 

Dr.  C.  J.  Coon,  veterinary  meat  inspector  at  Sioux  Falls,  S.  Dak.,  has  been 
uranted  an  ingrade  promotion  for  superior  accomplishment  in  connection  with  his- 
preparation  of  an  extensive  collection  of  pathological  and  parasitological  material 
for  exhibition  purposes.  His  specimens  were  exhibited  at  the  Conference  of 
Nutritional  Diseases  held  in  Sioux  Falls,  S.  Dak.  This  exhibit  received  much 
favorable  comment  and  permission  for  its  use  was  requested  by  the  South  Dakota 
State  College  at  a  State  Fair  in  Huron,  S.  Dak.,  and  at  the  National  Barrow  Show 
at  Austin,  Minn.  This  exhibition  has  great  educational  value,  because  it  serves 
to  acquaint  stockmen  in  attendance  at  these  conventions  with  the  importance  of 
disease  and  parasites  in  the  economy  of  livestock  production.  It  reflects  credit 
on  the  work  of  the  Federal  meat  inspection  in  eliminating  from  channels  of  trade 
the  meat  that  is  diseased  and  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Mrs.  Ada  L.  Smith,  technical  editor,  also  was  awarded  an  extra  ingrade  promo- 
tion for  superior  accomplishment.  Mrs.  Smith  has  not  only  performed  her 
difficult  editorial  duties  in  a  capable  manner  but  has  rendered  other  services  beyond 
the  usual  scope  of  editorial  work.  She  has  been  making  analyses  of  voluminous 
complex  data  contained  in  manuscripts.  As  a  result  of  these  analyses,  she  has 
made  concrete  recommendations  to  research  workers  on  the  best  means  of  pre- 
senting data  for  publication.  Another  service  has  been  the  review  of  technical 
manuscripts  for  outside  publication,  a  responsibility  that  often  involves  questions 
of  Bureau  and  Department  policy.  Her  recommendations  to  the  Chief  of  Bureau 
for  final  action  on  such  papers  have  been^consistently^accepted.
